when Soviet Premier Niklta Khru-

The release of the airmen was 


announced by Kennedy Jan, 25. At 
the same time, the President dis 
closed he had ordered that air 
craft flights over Soviet territory, 
such as the famous U2 incident 
of a year ago, not be resumed.

eral Housing Administration and 
Defense. Department officials had 
forced him into default. 


Hayes, who previously had com- 


pleted other military housing proj- 
ects, said his difficulties began 
when the FHA demanded his firm 
put up cash to protect subcontrac- 
tors and material dealers on a 
project at Bealc Air Force Base 
in California. 


The builder insisted that his 


completion and payment bonds 
more than covered all legitimate 
claims there and on all other 
projects. 


The contractor said he issued

also. 


Perhaps most of all. it was a 
.tale law requiring that school 
lond issues must be approved by 
i two-thirds majority. "We can 
jet 60 per cent," one leading citi- 
zen declared, "but that last 6 per 
cent comes mighty hard." 


St. Louis has a population of 


about 750,000, a drop of more than 
100,000 since the 1950 census. 


Much of the loss can be attribu- 
ed to the flight to. the suburbs, 
which many American cities are 
experiencing. 


But in that same 1950-19GO dec- 


ade, the average daily attendance 
in the St. Louis public schools 
rose from 80,626 to 90,581. Much 
of this increase has been in Negro 
pupils, who now make up about 45 
per cent of the school population. 


Many of St. Louis' problems can 


be traced directly to the slum 
clearance project in Mill Creek, 
a section in the near-downtown 
area. Negroes from Mill Creek 
moved en masse to North St. 
Louis, which had been a predom- 
inately white neighborhood. There 
weren't enough- schools to handle 
the influx of pupils, and it is these 
children, who now are being taken 
by buses to other parts of the 
city. 


"It's up north where they need 


the schools," said a housewife in 
conservative South St. Louis. "We 
don't need them down here. And 
if those colored folks think we're 
going to carry them on our backs, 
they've got another think com- 
ing." 


In all three St. Louis elections 


the school bond issues carried by 
what, in suburban Parma, Ohio, 
would have been a comfortable 
majority. In February the vote 
was 62,236 for and 35.772 against 
(63.5 
per cent approval). In May 


it was 35,826 for and 21,453 against 
(62.5 
per cent approval). In No- 


vember, it was 95,565 for and 
64,755 against (59.6 per cent ap- 
proval). 


But in St. Louis, where it takes 


66.6 per cent approval, these are 
recorded as just three consecutive 
defeats for the school bonds. 


But apathy played a big part, 


too. 


In March, the "no" votes of 11.1 


per cent of the registered voters 
were enough to defeat the bonds. 


In May, it took only 6.7 per cent 


of the registered voters to block 
their passage. 


In November, the "no" votes 


of 18.6 of the registered voters 
were decisive. 


We have to keep trying," said 


Philip J. Hickey, superintendent 
of instruction for the St. Louis 
schools. "We just have to. Things 
are going to get worse as we go 
along. 


"Our transportation costs will 


be much higher next year. We ex- 
pect at least 2,000 new pupils, 
perhaps more, next fall. We can't 
keep those elementary pupils in 
high school buildings, the high 
schools themselves need the room. 


"Nearly half our schools are 


more than 50 years old. Some of 
them go back almost to Civil Wai- 
days. Some of them are fire 
traps. 


"We'll just h*ve to try again. 


Somehow, someway, we've got to 
get oar message across."

employment among Negroes than 
among whites. 


He also has been told that un- 


ion rules which disqualify many 
Negroes from membership are in- 
creasing the number of Negro 
jobless. 


When Johnson was named to 


head the committee . early this 
month, President Kennedy clothed 
it with authority to impose stiff 
penalties on contractors for racial 
or religious discrimination on gov- 
ernment projects. The Johnson 
committee also took over the 
duties of the old Government Em- 
ployes' Committee. 


The vice president was report-
